The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The time for the collection of taxes in 
the town of Porter, in the county of Rock, and state 
of Wisconsin, for the year (of) 5864, is hereby extend-
ed until the 20th day of March, 1865: provided, this 
act shall not affect the collection and paying over of the 
state taxes of said town. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
